A careful Inquiry of a number of 
leading bankers In the Mississippi val­ 
ley, including such states as Iowa, Illi­ 
nois, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Mis­ 
souri, reveals the fact that in nearly 
every case the bankers did not hesi­ 
tate to say that they would lend all the 
way from 5 to 50 per cent, more on 
land where farm buildings w6re well 
pulnted and kept In good condition. 
They m aintain that well kept-up and 
well painted buildings and fences are 
I an Indication of thrift and that the 


I thrifty farm er is a good client, and to 
him money can be safely loaned. 
An 
average of the returns from these 
bankers shows that the Increased loan 
value because of painted buildings Is 
around 22 per cent. 
Some of these bankers make Inter­ 
esting comment. 
A Michigan concern 
says that, while not especially pre­ 
pared to advise definitely In response 
to this Inquiry, thexofflcers would loan 
more money on farms where buildings 
were painted thun where they were 
not so treated. 
This bank also finds 
that where Houses, barns and fences 
are well taken care of the farm is a 
profitable proposition, and bankers In 
general consider the farm er a good 
client. 
Another Michigan bank says 
“farm buildings out of repair and 
needing paint Indicate that the owner 
is slow pay.” Such farms are rated at 
about one-third of the assessed value 
for loans. 
Where the farm buildings 
are in good shape the rating Is one- 
half. 
Tile president of a middle west­ 
ern bank gays that when real estate 
loans are considered, painted buildings 
are always taken Into consideration in 
making an estimate. 
The general ap­ 
pearance of the property surrounding 
Hie house and barn and also tile fields 
and fences would be carefully observ­ 
ed. 
He further sa.vs that he lins no 
hesitancy In saying that be would ab­ 
solutely refuse a loan on farms where 
tile buildings were not kept up and 
well painted. 
In his judgment, un­ 
painted farm buildings would reduce 
the loan value at least 25 per cent. 
A Minnesota banker says that be is 
much more willing to loan money 
where the buildings are well painted. 
In his particular case lie believes that 
ho would loan 20 per cent, more thun 
if the buildings were not properly 
taken care of. 
A farm er who will 
keep his buildings painted takes a 
much deeper Interest .n his work than 
one who does not. 
Another Minne­ 
sota bank says that well painted bnifd- 
ings have resulted in securing from 
ills bank sometimes as high as 25 per 
cent, more money than where the 
buildings are not painted.

PAINT AND ILLITERACY. 


Curious Fact Comes to Light That Lo* 
calitiss Least Using Books Avoid 
Paint Also. 


Washington, D. C.—A carious fact 
has been brought to light by the Edu­ 
cational Bureau and tho Bureau of In­ 
dustrial Research here. It is that in 
the states where illiteracy is most 
prevalent paint la least used. 
The 
paint referred to la the common or 
bara variety, of coarse, for the back­ 
woods countries have no need for the 
finer pigments or facial adornments. 
It is titre, though, that In the sections 
of sll states where white Ullteracy is 
highest painted homes ar* rare and 
painted outbuildings and barns ars 
practically unknown. 
Probably th# 
illiterates do not nae paint on their 
buildings because they do not under­ 
stand its value ss a preservative.

A northern 
Illinois bank does not hesitate to say 
that It would loan fully 50 per cent 
more on a furm where buildings were 
well painted and in good order than 
where they were not. The vice presi­ 
dent, who answers the Inquiry, goes 
on to say: “There probably are many 
farm ers good financially and morally 
who permit their buildings to remuiu 
unpainted, but as a rule the most sub­ 
stantial people who live in the coun­ 
try keep their buildings well painted.” 
An Iowa bank, through its vice pres­ 
ident, states that it would make a dif­ 
ference of at least 25 per cent, in fa­ 
vor of the farm with painted build­ 
ings. Another Iowa concern says that 
it would make a difference of at least 
20 per cen t 
All this being true, It Is perfectly 
evident that It is a good business prop­ 
osition to keep the farm buildings well 
painted. 
They not only look better 
and are more pleasing to the owner, 
but the farm would sell to better ad­ 
vantage, the loan value of the property 
would be greatly Increased and the 
buildings themselves would last much 
longer and 
need 
less 
repair.—The

The depth of the yards leaving the 
seashore extends as far as the Via 
Della Bassa Grande, about ISO meters. 
A mole will be built for the use of the 
yard to enclose a harbor, which will be 
of service in launching. 
It will be of 
reinforced concrete, will have a linear 
. length of 1.500 meters and will inclose 
a sheet of water 1,000 meters long and 
IOO wide. Other jetties in the sea will 
set vir in outfitting ships. 
Besides the yard will have its own 
railroad facilities connecting with the 
Marmifera line at Marina, as well as 
with a higher spur of the Marina-Av- 
eza branch of this road.

Wounded Find Bead Work 
at Hospital Serviceable 
and Profitable 


Returning from a visit to tile hos 
pi tai at Camp Kearny, where she had j 
the privilege of going through 
the j 
wards and seeing and talking 
with j 
the wounded recov« mg there, 
Mrs. J 
A. J. Padgham brings the information 
that old beads are in big demand at 
the hospital. Residents of Santa Ana 
who have beads of any size or color 
are requested to gather them up and 
send them to the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. where they will be assembled 
and shipped to the San Diego 
W ar 
Camp Community Service. Small bot­ 
tles and boxes suitable for packing 
the beads are also wanted. 
Heads are being used by the con­ 
valescents in the making of fobs and 
necklaces under instruction of teach­ 
ers who are competent to direct them 
in the making of articles from beads. 
The men are not being taught this as 
a vocation, but as a means of giviug 
them something to do and think about 
to lake their minds off their condition. 
They sell their creations.
